| was, deſperate without any Hopes of winning 

he”; and therefore, as ſoon as poſlibly he 
could, he ſhould carry her away to Conſfanti- 
_ wople ; and that in the way chither, either bx 
fair means or force, he might obtain his Deſires. 

Then to. keep. from the Grend Seigniors Diſ- 

 pleafuce, he ſhould purchaſe for him another

_ Slaye, which in the Voyage ſhquld be thrown 
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over- board, upon Pretence that Graciane was 
fallen Sick, and dead of her Diſtemper; which 
they ſaid ſhouid be done in ſuch a manner, as it 
ſi-uld not be diſcovered ; neither ſhould he in- 
Cur the Grad Seignior's Diſpleaſure, but fulfil his 
own Heart's Detire.

This old Fudge, bis ſtrong AﬀeRions to Gra- 
ciana h. d fo blinded the Eyes of his Underſtand- 
ing, that had they told him a Thouſand great- 
er Unlikelihoods, he would have believed them 
all; only one more Difficulty offer'd it ſelf to 
the Fudge, which in his Opinion was greater 
than all the reſt ; which was leſt his Lady. 
ſhould hinder him from going to Conſtantinople, 
without permitting her to go with him. But im- 
mediately they removed that Obſtacle, by in- 
forming him, That in the Room of the Chri/tian,

of Gold; but all his Gifts and Promiſes wroughe 

no effe& upon him, bur to forward him more 
in his departure. Within Twenty days he had 
fitted and riggd up a Bregantine of Fifteen 

Banks, Manning it with Voluntary Soldiers, 
| luſty young able Men, partly Moors, and ſome. 

Greek Chriſtians, Therein he imbarked all his 
Wealth; neither did Alluma leave any Thing 
in her Houſe of any conſiderable Value. For Al-. 
| buma's Deſign was the ſame with that of Pyrrbuwy,, | 
| That when the Veſſel was out at Sea, Gaſparino 
and he ſhould make themſelves Maſters of the Bregan- 

tine, and ſail away with it. But ſhe thought not 

fit to declare her Intentions to them, till ſhe. 

ſaw her ſelf embarked, hoping thereby to gain 

Gaſparino's Affection; being verily perſwadeg, 

Tnat carrying ſuch Stare of Wealth along with 

her, he would not refuſe her for his Wife. 

But as private as Albuma kept her Deſign, 

Gaſparino underſtood it from Graciana, whom 

Aibama had made acquainted with her Con- 
trivance. And now the Day of departure being 

coms, Haxen went forth, and accompanyed 

them to the Sea-ſide ; where he remained with 
his Eye fixed- upon the Bregantine, till jbe had

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quite loſt the Sight of ir. But then as One who 
having long continued in fuch "Torment, op- 
eſſed by Love, which did diſturb this Quiet, 
— ready furniſhed with Intentions, without 
delay he put chat preſentiy in Execution, which 
with long Deliberations he had forecaſted ; 
having therefore a Veſſel for that purpoſe ready 
in another Port, he clapt into her Fifty Soldiers, 
with all his Friends and Acquaintance, whom 
he had obliged by many Gifts and Promiſes, 
giving a ſtrict Charge, to put forth to Sea im- 
mediately, and recover the Judges Bregantine, 
and to put to the Sword all that were in her, ex- 
cept Graciana the Captive; alſo he gave them 
ocder to ſink the Veſſel, that nothing might re- 
main, the better to prevent Diſcovery. | 
Nor did they need many Arguments ; for 
their Covetouſneſs of rhe Plunder, added Wings 
to their Feet, and Courage to their Hearts; 
conſidering the Vaſtneſs of the Spoil, which 
was known to be in the Veſſel. 5 
Two days had the Bregantine failed in her in- 
tended Courſe, which to the Judge ſeemed 
gwo Ages. For the firſt day he greatly deſired 
zo have put his Deſign in Execution, but his 
Slaves advis'd him tothe contrary; For the 
firſt Contrivance was, that Graciana ſhould fall

with greater fury to board the Bregantine. 
At the Approach of this Danger, Hrrber, by 
F chanen 
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chance, turning his Head aſide, perceiv'd from 
another Point of the Compaſs, another Gal- 
ley bearing up with full Sails carrying Chriſtian 
Sales wes Bi, 
Now I am apt to believe, that the Judge 
would have given all the hopes of his Pleaſure, 
to have found himſelt again in Nicoſia, fo great 
was his Cont uſfion and Amazement ; more 
eſpecially to fee himſelf fo fiercely attack'd by 
the fit Veſſel, that they wanted very little of 
ſinking his Bregantine. But when he ſaw them 
to be Soldiers of Nicoſia, he ſoon gueſs'd the 
Cauſe of their -coming, and by whom ſer to 
work, and gave himſelf for a loſt Man. Indeed 
had ic not been, that the Soldiers more minded 
the Spoil than the Slaughter, not a Man had 
eſcap'd alive. 
But by this time, when they were moſt buſie 
about their Pillaging, the Veſſel bearing Chriſtian 
Colours, came up with the Victor Galley, and 
begin to batter it very rudely ; but before ſhe 
came to grapple with her, the Captain de- 
manded bat Veſſel that was, and from whence ; 
They made anſwer that it belong*d to Hazen the 
— Baibaw, Vice-Roy of Cyprus. Hiw comes it 
then to paſs that you being Muſelmen, bave robb d 
tba Veſſel which carries the Judge of Nicoſia ? To 
which they anſwer d, That they were commanded 
to ta łe ber by their Superiour, and therefore they were 
to obey, without asRivg any Dueſtions, 
The Captain of the laſt Veſſel thus ſatisfied 
with that which he deſir'd to know, fell off froni

Gaſparino and Pyrrbas obſerving that the Tarks 
were in a manner all ſlain ; and thoſe which 
remain'd alive, were fore wounded ; now

The Wind ſtill favouring them, withaut 
touching any where, in a few days they got 
within fighr of their beloved Country, which 
not a lictle augmented that Joy, which had al- 
ready taken Poſſeſſion of their Hearts; and no 
wonder their Spirits were tranſported with a 
pew Cpntentment, which is one of the 8

207 
charg'd with ſo much Fury, Shot one of the 
Galleys through and through; upon which the 
other Galley endeavour'd to fly, but Philocles

ſet at liberty a great number of Chriſtians, 
Having thus maſter'd both the Galleys, he 
made up to the greatVeilel, which proy'd to be a 
Portugueſe Prize, which the Tarks had taken two 
Days before, very richly laden, from the Eaſt- 


Indies. Immediately, Philocles ſent fifty Sea-men 


on Board to take Poſſeſſion of her, and for 

more ſecurity, put into her fix great Guns out 
of his own Veſſel. As for the Chriſtian Captives, 
who were moſt of them Spaniards, he gave them 
one of the Gallies, with Proviſion and Money 
to carry them on Shore; but before they were 
diſcharg'd Philocles reſolv'd to go on Board the 
Portugueſe Prize himſelf, to ſee what Condition 
ſhe was in, and to take Care for the Safety of 
the Goods, and partly out of Curioſity to view the 
Chriſtian $laves, and to have the Honour of diſpo- 
ſing of his ownLiberality.

Offence To whom the Queen made Anſwer, 


That ſuch Accidents as thoſe none could withſtand, 
neither would extraordinary Tranſports ef that Nature 
admit of any Ceremonies ; but withal, ſhe was wery 
glad to ſee her recovered out of that Feſtafy. 
And thus it was that Aurelia Came to the 
Knowledgs of her Parents, and her Parents of 
her; whom the Queen commanded to reſide in 
the Court, for the better Satisfaction of each 
other; wherewith Philocles was wonderful well 
pleaſed; and now Philecles, laden with the 
Queen's Fivours, wanted nothing but the En- 
joyment of his Aurelia, to which purpoſe, he 
humbly put the Queen once more in inind of

Within a little while after Aurelia had taken 
this Helliſn Electuary; her Tongue, and he- 
Throat began to iweil, and her Lips to grow 
black, her Voice hoarſe, her Eyes troubled, 
and her Stomach and Bowels tormented with 
Gripings, all manifeſt Symptoms that ſhe was 
Poiſon'd. TA ff, ige 
Preſently the Ladies came to the Queen, and 
acquainted her Majeſty, with Aurelia's Misfor- 
tune, and certifid her that Endymion's Mother 
was the Actreſs in this Scene of Cruelty. There 
did not need much preſſing Arguments to in- 
duce the Queen'to believe che verity of it, and 
therefore ſhe went immediately to ſee Aurelia, 
who was almoſt breathing her laſt.

take Teſtimony. thereof in ſome Port, that he

of the Kingdom, while the Moors were poſſeſs'd 


of all Spain; after Sun-ſet, an unexpected Ac- 
cident caus'd them to make a little Halt. Two 
Gentlemen being come out into the Fields, upon 
a Challenge, which one had {ent to the other, 
and having fought, one of them was worſted, 
being run through the Body in. two ſeveral 
Places, ; which had oblig'd his Adverſary to 


make his Eſcape, to get into ſome Place of dan- 


ctuary. The wounded Perſon cry'd out for 
ſome Body to receive his Confeſſion, juſt as the 
Coach paſs d by ; which being heard by 


the Company, Dactor  Berilliere, who was 


a Prieſt and a Confeſſor, could do no leſs 
than get opt, accompanied by Vaſquez, and 
1965. M iſtr cs 
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Miſtreſs Corrina, who had a great Deſire to ſee 


the wounded Man. They came to him, and as. 


ſoon as the Doctor had receiv'd his Confeſſion, 


and given him Abſolution, he loft his Speech, 


being ſupported by Vaſquex. The Doctor re- 
turn'd to the Coach, and having called ſeveral 
times upon Corrina, who pretended ſhe could 
not get away Vaſquez, the Coach- man percei- 
ving it began to grow dark, put on the Horſes, 
having ſent them Word what Inn they ſhould 
take up. Corrina was much troubled to ſee the 
Coach gone, having left her and Vaſquez behind, 
who charitably exhorted the dying Perfon to re- 
commend himſelf as much as he could ot the Mer- 
cy of Heaven. But he was fo far gone, that 
to ſpare them further Exhortation, he gave up 


Ghoſt. They were much troubled what they 


ſhould do with the Body, when certain Officers 
of Juſtice came in, -who having at a Diſtance 


| ſeen the dead Perſon in the Arms of Vſquex, and 


a Woman ſtanding by, and had notice before, 
that two Men were ſeen going out of the City, 
with a Deſign to fight a Duel ; prefently ima- 
gin'd that Vaſquez was one of them, and conlſe- 
quently the Murderer of the other. Upon which 


Preſumption, he was ſent to Priſon, and Order 


given to the Jaylor to put him in faſt enough. 
Corrina had more Favour, being confined in 
the Houſe of one of the Officers, who was to 
have a Care of her forth-coming. They both 
us'd all the Arguments they could to clear them- 


ſelves, for having any thing to do with the 


Murder ; alledging upon what Occaſions they 
came to the Body : Bur their own Words would 
not be taken, and ic was preſum'd, the Des 
ON IR EAR : 
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had been upon the Account of Corrina. The 
Judge order'd her to be brought to his own 
Houſe, to be further examined, which was ac- 
cordingly done, When ſhe caine thither, there 
were in the Room ſeveral Gentlemen, and a- 
mong others, a Hlorentine, a very rich Merchant, 
whom fome Buſineſs of his own had brought 
thicher. They had no ſooner ſeen Corrina, 
but they all admir'd her Beauty, and the Majeſty 
of her Air; but rhe moſt fatisfy'd of any was 


the Horent ine, who, to give him his Due, was 


of a very Amorous Conſtitution. Corrina was 
extremely troubled that ſuch an Afﬀeont ſhould 
be done her by the way, 2s perceiving, that if 
they were ſtay'd the next Day, they ſhould loſe 
the Opportunity of continuing their Journey. 
The Judge put ſeveral QOeeſtions to her, con- 


cerning the Duel, and the Gentleman's Death; 


whereto ſhe anſwer d, That ſhe knew nothing of it, 
and that ſhe was coming in the Sevi\-Coach, to go 
fer Madrid, accompany'd by ſome other Perſons then 
in the lun, whom ſhe named; that as the Coach 
paſs'd by, a certain Perſon, who had been wounded 
upon the High-wsy not far from them, called out for 
ſome Bedy to receive bus Confeſſion, and that a Prieſt, 
who was with them in the Coach, went out to do it, 
with whom alſo ſhe went cut of Curioſity, accompanied 
by an Uncle of hers, who came along with her, They 
order'd, in regard, it was grown late, to adjourn 
the Buſineſs till the next Day, that a more exact 
Enquiry might be made into it; and in the 
mean time, that all who came along with the 
Coach, ſhould not ſtir from Corduba, without 
Permiſſion. This done, Corrina was brought 
back to the Officer's Houſe, where ſhe was 


| to 
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to continue that Night. The Florentine, who ac- 
company'd her; but though he had liv'd at a 
far greater Diſtance, he would have thought it 


nu great Way to have waited on a Lady, with 


whom he was already over Head and Ears in 
Love. Taking leave of her at the Officer's 
Houſe, he proffer' d her all the Services lay in 
his Power, tor which ſhe thank'd him, yet ta- 
king it for no more than a Compliment, The 
Vexation ſhe concciv'd at her being thus unex- 
pectedly ſtay d, brought her into ſome Fits of 
a Fever, the firſt, of a Tertian, which ſhe 
afterwards fell into. 

The next Day, all the Perſons who came in 
the Coach, being examined, gave the ſame Ac- 


count as Corrina had done beiore 5; Whereupon 


Vaſqueg, was ſet at Liberty. Other Witneſſes 
alſo, who knew ſomewhat concerning the Du- 
el, were heard, and gave the Judges a perfect 
Knowledge of the Murder. Vaſquez went im- 
mediately to viſit Corrine, exprefling himſelf ex- 
treamly troubled at her Indiſpoſition: he did 


all he could to cheer her up, that they might 


proſecute their Journey. But the Phylician who 
had viſited her, advi:'d her not to remove thence 
till ſhe had recover's her Fever, and told her, 
That ſhe could not travel any further, without Haxard 
of her Life; which being o, the Coach-man was 
orced to leave them behind, but they were ad- 
judged to defray the Charges of their Places, and 


he to deliver up what they had in the Coach. 
The Florentine cane often to ſce che Fair Tra- 


veller, at the Ollicer's Ilouſe, and began to treat 
her very nobly ; an Hamcur che more remark- 


able in him, who, for ſordid Niggzradlinels, | 
mig he 
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might be compared to the Covetous Mercator: 
But Love, tho' but a ſmal! Deity, yet many 
times does very great Miracles, turning Avarice 
into Prodigality, and Cowardiſe into Courage, 
Corrina kept her Bed fiſteen Days, during which 1 
time, ſhe was conſtantly viſited by Seignior Nicola, % 
{fo was called the Amorous Florentine) and after 1 
the Viſit, came in a Servant with a Treat of þ 
Sweetmeats and Wild Fowl, which the Officer ng 
and his Wife were glad to ſee, for the beſt I bur 
Share fell to them. At laſt the Lady, with her he 
Health, recover'd alſo her gvod Complexton 
and her Beauty, and the Florentine continuing 
his Civilicies, proffer'd her a Houſe with a fair 
Garden, which he had on the ſide of a pleaſant 
River. Vaſquez, whom ſhe call'd her Uncle, 
advis'd her, not to refuſe that Proffer ; for he had 
diſcover'd the Man to be extremely jn Love with her, 
that be was very Rich, and that they might get as 
much out of the Florentine, as they had out of the 
Covetous Mercator: Corrina accepted the Proffer, 
and ſet things in Order to go to the Florentine's, 
and to continue there till ſhe had recovered her 
felf ſo well, as that ſhe might proſecute her 
Journey. The Florentine would not have it 
known at Corduba, that ho had brought her to 
his Country Houſe ; to prevent Peoples Talk, 
and other Inconveniences that might have en- 
fa'd. So that, with the Conſent of Corrina, 
he gave out, that That ſhe had left the City in or- 
der to the Proſecution of her Fourney. Accordingly 
there were two Mules brought for her and 
Yiinarz,, and two others to carry the Luggage; 
and hing lett Corduba, towards the Evening, 
73 $i: the Eyes of the Inquiſitive, they kept on 
f their 
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their Way to Madrid: But having rid about 

' *Mhalta League, they turn'd back again, and took 
% up their Quarters at Seignior Nicola's, which 
was not above two flight Shots from the City. 
10 There he expected her, with a Magnificent Sup— 
per, Which he had provided. Here the Floren- 
„ine diſcover'd his Love to her more freely than 
he had done before. 

As to his Peron; his Age was about Forty, 
and of a good Manly Countenance, having 
er pury'd his Wife ſome two Years before, by whom 

"| he had no Children. He was a wholeſale 
Merchant, and traded in all ſorts of Commodi- 
ties, infomuch that all the other Merchants, 
not only of the City, but alſo of other Places 
thereabouts, came to him; for he held a Cor- 
7 © r<ſpondency in all Parts. He was a very thrifty 
I Perſon, nay, to give him his due Character, 1 
* MM ſhould uſe no other Expreſſions: He had ſome 

Yearly Revenue, beſides Twenty Thouſand 
Crowns in ready Money, and Sixty Thouſand 

in Credit, and his own Trading, which was 
very great. He was a great Student, and had 
ſtudy'd at Pavia and Bononia, before he became 

Heir to his Brother, who dy'd a very rich Man 

in Spain, and that Inheritance it was, that occa- 
ſion d his Marriage at Corduba. He had ſo paſ- 
ſionate an Affection for Corrina, that he uſed all 
the Ways he could imagine, to inſinuate himſelf 
into her Favour. Upon that Account it was that 
he proffered her the uſe of his Country houle, 
to take the Air, and recover her Indiſpoſition ; 
conceiving, that being at his own Houle, it 
would be the more eaſy for him to compaſs his 
Deſires. She had been told by Vaſquez, That thas

Merchant was a well Feathen'd Fowl, and might be 


raſily plucł ; and ſince this good Luck had fallen 


to them by Chance, they ſhould make the beſt Advan. 
tage they could of it. That Night they only 
ſupp'd, and every one went to his Reſt, for it 
was very Late. The Hlerentine made as if he 
would have return'd to the City, and lie there; 
but his Servants, whom he had before inſtruct- 
ed, perſuaded him, Not 20 go abroad at that un- 
ſeaſonable time of Night, for fear of meeting with any 
Thieves ; beſides, there being a Preſs in the City, 
where many young Men preſum'd to do Miſchief in 
in the Night, and robb'd all they inet. At laſt, be- 
ing perſuaded not to ſtir out, he was glad to 
paſs away ſome part of the Night in difcourſing 
with Corrina, and being got to Bed, his Buſineſs 
was to conſider, by what Means, and with Icaſt 
Charge, he might obtain his Deſires of her. 
Several things came into his Mind, but the ea- 
fieſt he could find, ſuitable to his Humour, was 
to forget her, and never think of her any more. 


For he knew the Age we live in to be ſuch, 


that it is a Miracle to get any Kindneſs in Love, 
without Liberality. 1 

The next Morning he commanded ſome- 
what ſhould be made ready for her Break: faſt, 
not imagining ſhe was up : But when Word 


was brought him, tha: ſhe was out of Bed, the 


Horentine would needs go into her Chamber, to 
chide her tor cihng fo ſoon, and by that means 
to ſee whether Cris Beauty were any way 
obliged to Artitice. Ile found her a Combing 
her Head, and ſo had a full Sight ot her Hair, 
which was of a great length, and of a Cheſt-nuc 


Colour. The Mirentine gave Heaven thanks, 


Who 
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who with ſo many other Perfections, had be- 
ſtowed on her ſuch an Excellent Head of Hair: 


But he was much more aſtoniſhed, when upon 


her dividing it into Two parts, to make him an 
Anſwer, he ſaw her Face, as Beautiful as it had 
appear d to him when ſhe went to Bed; a 
thing able to inflame a Perſon leſs inclined to 
Love and more to Avarice than he was; inaſ- 
much as there is not a greater Charm, to ſecure 
a Lover's Heart, than to fee that the Beauty of 
his Miſtreſs is Natural, and ſcorns to borrow any 
thing of Art. Corrina indeed was not much 
troubled to look aſter Waters, Paints, Poma- 
tums, Unguents, and ſuch things, wherewith 
ſuch Women, who ſtand in need of them 

haſten on their Age with their Wrinkles, and 
loſe their Youth ere they are aware. She only 
waſh'd her ſelf in fair Water, and needed no 
other Vermillion to heighten the Beauty of her 
Face, than that of her own lively Com- 
plexion. The Merchant ask'd 2vherther ſhe would 
be pleaſed to ſee the Garden? She made him an- 
wet, That ſhe was extremely obliged to bim for the 
Trouble he gave himſelf to divert ber; and to ſatis- 
fy him how kindly ſhe took that Favour at his 
Hands; ſhe went along with him juſt as ſhe. 
was without putting up her Hair, which hang- 


ing down over her Shoulders, added much to 
her Beauty, and it is notmuch to be doubted, but 
ſhe had a Deſign in it. She went down with 


this new Gallant of hers, who thought it an 
extraordinary Pleaſure to have her by the 
Hand ; and in that Poſture ſhe ſaw the whole 
Garden, 7 to bs much taken with the 
Delightfulneſs of it. 1

Having recreated herſelf wich him, till the 
Sun began to be ſomewhat hot; ſhe return d 
into the Houſe, and broke her Faſt; atter 
which, having diſcourſed of ſeveral chings, ſhe 
defir'd to ſee the whole Houſe: 


The Amorous #lrcntive deſiting nothing ſo 


much as that ſhe might ſee his Wealth, ſhews 
her a great number of excellent Pictures, dong 
by the beſt Painters in Europe: Some very rich 
Pieces of Tapiſtry, Cabinets of Ebony, of ſe- 
veral Faſhions, Embroidered Beds, and all Sorts 
of Houſhold-ſtuff of a great Value; in a Word, 
there wanted not any of thoſe things requiſite 
for the furniſhing of a Houſe fit tor a Noble- 
man. Having ſeen all the Rooms, he open a 
curious Cloſer, near which there was a little 
Ocatory, and in that Cloſet there were a great 


many Pieces of Painting, done at Rome of ex- 


traordinary Value, Agnus Dei's of Gold and Sil- 
ver Gilt, and Flowers done as near the Life as 
could be imagined. The Cloſet was full of 
Books very richly Bound, and neatly diſpoſed 
into Gilt Drawers. V. oſguez, who was a Curious 
Perſon, and had read much, was looking very 
earneſtly on the Titles ofthe Books, which were 
in one Drawer; and having put that into its 


Place, he cook out another, wherein there 
were others very curiouſly Bound, but had no 


Titles on the Backs. V aſquer opens one of

that kind, I infer, that you bave ſtudy d that Science. 
Tis true (lays the Florentine) 1 have ent ſome 
time, in the Peruſal of thoſe Authors, But bow far, 
Ipray, are you acquainted with them ? Only ſo far, 
(replies the other) that I have ſpent the beſt part 
of my Life in that Study. Nay then, (ſays the 
Florentine) you muſt needs be a very great Chymiſt. 
1 am not to acknowledge what Iam, (replies Vaſ- 
quez) we will Diſcourſe another time of thoſe things 
more at large; for the preſent, I (hall only tell you, 
that beſides theſe Authors, I bave read all I could ever 
meet with that treated of thu Science. I have turned 
over the Works of Avicenna, Albertus Magnus, 
Terno, Pythagoras, the Secrets of Callidus, the 
Book of the Allegory of Morillus, bat of the Secret 
Stone, and that Intituled de Tribuis Viribis; 
befides many Manuſcripts, which I never ſhew'd any 
Man. The Florentine was almoſt out of himſelf 
for Joy to hear theſe things. I am extremely glad 


(ſaid he to him) that the Science pleaſes you, for 


very well (replies Vaſquez, ) (which he faid, 
having already reſolved huw to put a Slut 
upon him) but in regard I place a great Confience 
in you, I will you a thing in yes Ear, which you will 
be much aftoniſWd at, It à this, (wiitpering kim

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Vaſquez, could not have pitched ay, more 
likely way to bring the Florentine into the Gin ; 


for his Avarice was ſuch, that he would, have 


parted with his Soul to find out the Philoſopher's 
Stone; hoping, it he once got that Secret, ever 
afterwards to Swim in Gold, | * 
Corrina buſy*d her ſelf at the other end of the 
Cloſet, while Vaſquez, made this Diſcourſe to the 
Florentine, and was looking upon ſome other 
Curious and Pleaſant Books; for there were 
of all Sorts, Vet ſhe was not ſo intentive, but ſhe 
heard ſomewhat of Vaſquex s Diſcourſe: concern- 
ing Chymiſtry, and perceiv'd the Merchant 
was mach taken with it. The truth is, Vaſquez 
had ſome Knowledge in the Science, and ſpent 
a conſiderable Sum of Money, to find out the 


. Philoſopher's Stone; which though many had 


ſought, yet could not any affirm they had met 


with it. The Succeſs he had had in that Buſi— 


neſs only ſatisfy d him of their Folly, who ſpend 
their Time and Eftaces in ſo ridiculous a Diſqui- 


ſition, and he was glad to meet with ſo good an 


Opportunity, to recover ſome Part of the 


Money he had ſquander'd away in the Search 


after it. For the Florentine, crediting what was 


told him by Y2/quez, imagin'd himfelt ſomewhat 
above a Prince. He told him, that, in that ver) 


Houſe, be had all things requiſite to make the Ex- 
eriment ; and thereupon brought him into the 
Room full of Furnaces, Alembicks, Glaſſes, 
and Crucibles, with all the Inftruments uſed by 
the Chymiſts, and good ſtore of Charcoal. 


Vaſque⁊ ſeeing that, concluded the Merchant 


would be eaſily taken, and what made him the 
more confident was, that he imagin'd he uncer- 
| ſtoo 
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ſtood all thoſe Books; whereas Vaſquez, was 
ſatisfy'd he knew only to much of them, as 
Would ſerve to bring him into the Nooſe. In 
fine, they gave over talking of it any further at 
that time; though the Horentine was unwilling 
to quit che Diſcourſe. They went down thence 
into a Ground-room, the Windows whereot 
looked into the faireſt Part of the Garden, 
where Dinner expected them. 
After Dinner, Vaſquez pretending it was his 
Cuſtom to take a Nap ; left the Merchant a- 
lone with Corrina, to whom he took Occaſion 
to make a full Diſcovery of his Love; aſſuring 
her, that all he had was at ber Service, and deſi- 
ring her to diſpoſe of it as ſhe pleas d. She ſeem'd to 
entertain the Proffers of his Affection with 
much Kindneſs, yet at that time ſhe only raiſed 
him into a ſlight Hope ; ſhewing her ſelf very 
pleaſant to him. „ | 
Having ſeen a Lute, in one of the Rooms 
above Stairs, ſhe delir'd it might be brought 
down for her Muſick, at which ſhe was Excel- 
lent, and contributed much to the bringing 
about her Deſign. The Merchant, who had a 
little Skill at that Inſtrument himſelf, was ver 
glad to hear that ſhe us'd it, and caus'd it to * 
immediately fetch'd; ſaying that be Deceaſed 
Wife play d excellently well upon it, and that about 
& Seven-night before, having entertain d ſome of her 
Friends with a Collation, they had ſet it in Tune. 
The Lute being come, Corrina began to Play, 
and made it appear, that there were very few 
who could excel her at that Inſtrument. The 
Florentine was aſtoniſh'd at her Dexterity and to 
bring him abſolutely to her lure, ſhe Sung an 
WIN SS Cs 
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to it, but with ſuce a Grace, that he was at a 
loſs; whether he ſhouid more admire her Hand, 
or her Voice. The truth is, ſhe had a particular 
Excellency in both; ſo that his exceſſive Com- 
mendations of chem, were not fo full of Flat- 
tery as michr be expected from a Perſon paſſi- 
onately in Love. With a modeſt Bluſh, which 
ſpread it ſelf gently over her Face, (a thing ſhe 
could command, tho' never acquainted with 
Shame) ſhe ſeem d to expreſs à certainBaſkfulneſ, 
and ere it was quite diſpelled, Seignior Nicola, 
(ſaid ſhe to him) hat I have dene was only for 
Diverfion, be pleaſed to receive it with ſome re- 
ard to the Deſire I had to endeavour your Satisfaction; 
which yet I bade not done, without much temerity, 
before @ Perſon of ſo delicate an Ear as you are Maſter 
of, and one, no doubt, wont to hear the beſt Voices in 
the World, I never heard any, (replies Nicola) 
| that came near yours, and therefore I beſcech you, let 
not your Modeſty occaſion you any prejudice ; nay ra- 
ther be Proud, Madam ; of the excellent Endowments 
you have ſo liberally receiv d from Hea ven, and ac- 
knowleage the Favours it has done you. Be more ſen- 
fible of your own Worth, and thick my Approbation 
_ below it. And yet when I was a young Man, I was 
much addicted to Muſick, and ſome would needs per- 
fade me that my time was well beſtowed in it. I muſt 
confeſs the Spaniſh Tongue comes not ſo natural to me 
. as the Italian, the Graces and Beauties whereof, 1 
bave better ſtudy d upon the Theorbo, which I am 
Meafeer of, as in ſome Meaſure I may ſatisfy the Hear- 
er. Whereupon perceiving that Corrina would 
have laid by the Lute, he deſired her ro make 
wſe of it a little longer, and to Sing one Air more, 
which ſhe, to humour him, did 
| Nicola 
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Nicola took occafion to give his dear Corrina 
greater Commendations for the excellency of 
her Voice than he had done before, and ſhe to 
renew her Thanks to him, for the Favour he 
did her. He thought it time to give her leave 
to take a little reſt, and he went himſelf into an- 
other Room to do the like. Vaſquex on the 
other ſide, inſtead of Sleeping was contriving 
how to get the Philoſopher's Stone, not for the 
Credulous Florentine, but out of him: He had 


ſo perſwaded him of his Abilities, in that Science 


that he deſir'd nothing ſo much as to be as know - 
ing in it as he was, but all out of no other De- 
fign than to ſatisfy his own infatiable Avarice: 
He imagin'd that if he could find thePhiloſophers 
Stone, (a Rock rather, againſt which ſo many 
have wrack't themſelves) all his Houſhould- ſtuff 
ſhould be of Gold, that he ſhould be as rich as 
Cræſus, and that the Wealthieſt about the City, 
compared to him, would be little better than 
Beggars.

Vaſqaez had alſo a long Diſcourſe with Corina, 


about che means how they ſhould get the Gud- 


geon into the Net. He gave her ſome Inſtructi- 


ons in Writing, that the Horentine might find ſhe 


knew ſomething of the Science, at leaft the 
Terms of it; Corrina got them by Heart, and to 
begin the Cheat, Vaſquez ask'd tor ſome Links of 
a Gold. Chain, ſhe had brought from Sevil. It was a 


large one, and if there were a Dozen Links 


taken from it, they would not have been mils d. 


Being come into the City, he goes into a Gold- 


ſmith's Shop to melt down thoſe Links into an 


Ingot, which he brought back to the Houle, 


and communicated bis Deſigu to Cerrina, 
| = + Nic hola 
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Nicola, who had ſlept all this while as ſound” 
ly as if he had not been in Love, comes in to 


them, and they began to talk of ſeveral things, 


far from having ary Relation to the Buſineſs he 
had been about; which Vaſquex did purpoſely to 
engage the other to fall firſt into that Diſcourſe, 
And indeed within a quarter of an hour, he was 
gotten into the Subject of Chymiſtry. Vaſquez, 
diſcours'd of it after the rate of a Man that had 
ſpent his whole Eſtate in the Work; inaſmuch 
that Nicola was aſtoniſhed thereat ; for though 
he pretended much Skill in the Science, yet 
could not but acknowledge himſelt inferiour to 
rhe other. Yaſquez deſirous to give the Merchant 
all the Satisfaction he could Deſire, told him, 
that be could turn what Metal be pleas d into Gold. 
The - Florentine was raviſh'd at the Propoſal, and 


earneſtly entreated him that he might fee ic 


done. Vaſquez, ask d him whether there were any 
Charcesl in the Houſe ? the Florentine told him 
there was good Store ; for he had had the Curioſity to 
make ſome Tryals thereof himſelf. A 
They went up both into the Room where 
they had been before, and finding it full of 
Furnaces, Creuſets, Alembicks, and other 
Chymical Inftruments , Vaſquez ſaid to him, 
Here we have all things requiſite for the preſent, He 
caus d ſome Fire to be brought, and having put 


a little Copper into a Creuſet to melt, the Ho- 


rent iae ſaw it melting. Vaſquex took a Box out 

of his Pocket, wherein was a Paper full of 

Powder, which he ſaid was the moſt Principal 

Ingredient in the whole Work. He put it into 

the Creuſet which being brought as cleverly as 

he could to the Window, he pour'd _ "= 
| meitc 
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melted Copper, and put in the Ingot of Gold 
into its place; and when he had cover'd it, he 
told the Florentine, that it ſhouid not be fbirred thence 
for half an hour.

the filly Merchant was enquiring up and down, 


where he might have the Urine of a Red-headed 
Child, which he had much ado to get; for the 
Mother fearing it was to be uſed in fome Opera- 
tion of Witch- craft, would not eaſily let him 
have it; but Money is Omnipotent, and can 
do any thing. Vaſquex could have done as much 
in one Day as in an hundred, as to the Perfor- 


mance of what he promiſed ; but the popr Mer- 


chant muſt be fool'd ſome way or another, till 
he met with an Opportunity to ſmite him, and 
take a Dog's leave of Corduba, with as much as 
he could ſhift away on two good Horſes, which 
lay leaguer in a ſecret Place for that Purpoſe, 
He diſpos'd all the Diſtiilations into the Furna- 
ces, in the Preſence of Nicola. He bought ſome 


Metals, as Braſs, Copper, and Tin, ſeveral ſorts 


of Salts, and other things commonly uſed by the

But, to avoidall future Temptations, take this bearty Advice 
frem two dear Friends of jours; put ail the fine Treatifes you have of 
that pernicious Art, into your Furnaces, and having (et Fire to chem, 

and hour Houſe together, fairly run away by the Light of it 
Ihe poor Merchant had no ſooner read them, ere he was 
conviriced, they were his kind Gueſts who bad rohb'd 
him, and Extracted what he had in his Cheſts and Cabi- 
*ncrs, with more eaſe than he had infus'd it into them. 
How he ſpent the Night, is only ro be imagined ; 
being juſt upon the Point of Breaking, and not knowing 
| | any 
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any means to Remedy ir, All the hope he had, was, that 
the Money and Jewels which he had left in a Friend's 
Hand, were fate enough; nay, he deſpair'd not to find 
out thoſe, who had done him the Miſchief. He turu'd 

himſelf from one tide to another, not out of any diſtur- 
bance, occaſion d by his Love to the crafty Corrina, (for 
chat was abſolutely loſt with his Money) but thar he had 
been io baſely trappau'd by a Beggariy Raſcal. Then 
did he begin to Curie Chymiltry, and all the Authors 
that ever Writof it, whereas he ſhould rather have given 
Heaven thanks, who by the Cheat which was pur upon 
him, had prevented the Proſecution of his Deſign, which 
might have abſolutely ruin'd him.
